The Treasurer of the State, by captiously 
and unlawfully refusing to pay Executive 
warrants, could keep indefinitely in his 
own hands, for his own use, the public 
funds; and to prevent such conduct, para- 
graph 8 of section 85 of the Code provides, 
that “he shall not, under any circumstan- 
ces, use himself, or allow others to use, the 
funds of the State in his hands. That sec- 
tion of the Code Angier has repeatedly vio- 
lated.

lt is due to the Treasurer to say that so

The Treasurer sostains a fiduciary rela- 
tion tothe public, and we think that he 
ought. to be bound by the same general 
principles of law that govern all fiducia- 
ries, He ought not to be permitted to han- 
die the public funds for his own pecuniary 
gain. The statute fully sustains this view 
of his duty. “ Heshall not, under any cir- 
cumstances, use himself,or allow others to 
use, the funds of the State in his hands”— 
Code, section 86, paragraph 8. There is an- 
other section of the Code, hereinafter re- 
ferred to, directing how the funds of the 
State may be deposited. 

The Treasurer did place the State funds 
on deposit at the rate of three per cent.
